Traveling  to  South  Africa,  I 
was  able  to  see  the  sun  rise  from 
an  airplane  seat,  as  I  woke  early  to 
do  Habitat  for  Humanity  and  over  a 
game  park  here  the  humans  were 
the  animals  in  cages.  To  experience 
the  majesty  of  the  sunrise  was  not 
something  new  to  fellow  travelers 
and  myself  but  to  the  reasons  why 
we  were  seeing  the  sun  in  so  many 
situations  is  the  main  reason  why  I 
will  never  forget  those  sunrises. 
During  our  stay  in  Durban, 
President  Cureton,  Mrs.  Cureton, 
Rev.  Matheney,  Nick  Schroeck, 
Kelly  Stone,  and  myself  arose  early 
in  the  morning  and  worked  on 
houses  that  were  being  built  on 
land  that  was  forcefully  taken  away 
during  the  Apartide.  100  houses 
were  built  in  5  days,  but  in  reality, 
what  was  built  was  a  new  commu- 
nity, once  abandoned  by  racism, 
and  a  hope  that  rebuilding  the  spir- 
it of  a  country  is  a  possibility. 
Amidst  the  chaos  of  sore  backs  and 
amazement  that  what  we  set  out  to 
do  during  the  week  was  accom- 
plished, our  journey  in  South  Africa 
was  yet  to  be  over.  We  bought 
trinkets  sold  by  locals  that  many 


times  lived  in  the  same  blankets  we 
saw  them  sit  under  while  they  sold 
us  necklaces  and  woven  treasures.  A 
trip  into  the  bush  (Umfolozi- 
Hwluwele  Game  Park)  made  the 
zoos  at  home  seem  like  pet  stores, 
with  an  encounter  between  Mrs. 
Cureton  and  a  warthog  may  not 
have  been  worth  all  the  close-up 
pictures.  You  realize  how  brilliant 
nature  is  when  your  inner  being 
feels  the  low  contra  alto  roar  of  a 
male  lion  stalking  prey  at  as  far  as 
20  feet  away.  When  the  sun  set 
over  the  game  park,  the  hues  of 
color  we  saw  were  indefinable, 
almost  mist  like  for  they  were  gone 
as  soon  as  you  tried  to  explain  to 
someone  what  you  just  experienced. 
To  visit  South  Africa,  or  anywhere, 
is  like  uncovering  a  part  of  yourself 
you  never  knew  existed  and  if  you 
do  not  go  away  with  that  experi- 
ence, then,  my  friend,  you  need  to 
go  back  and  breathe  it  all  in  one 
more  time.  For  the  sun  rises 
whereever  you  are  in  the  world, 
but  to  this  traveler,  it  never  will 
rise  the  same  again.

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Choosing  to  live  on  campus  is  what 
over  700  Elmhurst  Students  and  faculty  decide 
to  do.  Elmhurst  offers  a  variety  of  different 
Iving  options;  singles,  doubles,  triples,  and 
quads  are  available.  There  are  5  different 
residence  halls  on  campus,  as  well  as  a  set  of 
apartments-all  with  a  variety  of  different  atmos- 
pheres. 

Schick  Hall  is  the  oldest  of  these  resi- 
dence halls,  and  is  home  to  around  200  stu- 
dents each  year,  also  making  it  the  largest  dorm 
on  campus.  Schick  Hall  was  built  in  1922. 
Dinkmeyer  Hall  is  home  to  120  students,  as 
well  as  housing  the  campus  drop  in  child  care 
center.

Stanger 
Hall  is  the  2nd  largest  hall  with  around  150 
students,  it  was  built  in  1968.  Niebuhr  Hall, 
with  120,  was  built  in  1961.  Finally,  North 
Hall,  which  is  home  to  120  students  each  year. 
North  Hall  is  the  youngest  of  all  residence  halls 


on  campus,  being  built  in  1999.  The  Prospect 
Apartments  is  the  smallest  residence  on  campus. 
Housing  only  32  students,  this  residence  houses 
many  international  and  honors  students. 

The  residence  life  at  Elmhurst  College  offers 
students  many  different  options.  Social  activi- 
ties, community  involvement,  and  leadership  are 
just  a  few  of  the  many  opportunities  available 
to  residents.  Resident  Advisers,  or  RA's  as  they 
have  come  to  be  known,  are  individuals  who 
are  placed  on  each  floor  who  are  able  to  pro- 
vide programs,  resources,  and  a  variety  of  other 
things  residents  may  need. 

Resident  life  at  Elmhurst  College  is  some- 
thing that  many  students  have  found  to  be  a 
very  important  and  exciting  part  of  their  college 
experience.

You've  probably  seen  her 
somewhere  around  campus  this  year. 
Whether  she  was  cheering  for  an  ath- 
letic competition  or  participating  in 
student  activities,  Student  Affairs 
Dean  Kathleen  MacKay  made  herself 
known  to  Elmhurst  College  during 
her  first  year  here. 

At  Colorado  State  University, 
where  she  earned  her  undergraduate 
degree,  she  was  a  resident  advisor  and 
worked  in  the  student  affairs  office. 
As  a  sophomore,  she  knew  that  she 
wanted  to  commit  the  rest  of  her  life 
to  helping  students  make  the  most  of 
their  college  years. 

Ever  since  that  decision.  Dean 
MacKay  has  never  left  college.  She 
began  her  career  at  Michigan  State 
University,  and  until  her  arrival  at 
Elmhurst  College,  she  has  worked  for 
small  private  colleges  as  well  as  large 
university  like  Indiana,  Colorado, 
Michigan  and,  most  recently,  Iowa. 
After  a  two-day  interview  for  the  posi- 
tion at  Elmhurst  College,  and  after 
visiting  the  campus  and  meeting  stu- 
dents, she  knew  she  wanted  the  job. 
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"If  President  Cureton  didn't  offer  me 
the  job,  I  would  have  been  very 
upset,"  she  recalls  with  a  laugh.

One  year  has  passed  and  it's 
hard  to  imagine  what  Elmhurst  was 
like  vdthout  her.  As  the  Dean  of 
Students,  she  has  become  a  resource 
for  students,  someone  who  assists  in 
making  their  experiences  here  the 
best  it  can  be.  "I  want  to  help  stu- 
dents find  out  how  to  make  the  most 
of  their  college  years,"  she  said.

The  Deicke  Center  for 
Nursing  Education  encourages 
development  of  professional  nurses 
through  clinical  experiences  in  vari- 
ous hospitals  around  the  Chicago 
land  area,  classroom  content,  prac- 
tice in  the  lab  in  Memorial  Hall, 
and  other  supplementary  classes.  In 
addition  to  core  nursing  classes,  the 
program  requires  a  business  man- 
agement class,  a  couple  of  psycholo- 
gy courses,  and  a  senior  seminar 
class. 

Nursing  students  formerly 
are  a  part  of  the  program  for  two 
and  a  half  years.  They  enter  after 
completing  requirements  such  as 
anatomy  physiology,  microbiology, 
and  chemistry.  By  the  end  of  their 
experience  working  as  a  team  with 
faculty  and  peers,  nursing  students 
are  not  only  proficient  at  nursing 
skills  but  they  are  professionals 
ready  to  perform  a  theory-based  and 
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evidence-based  practice. 

The  2001-2002  school  year 
was  a  unique  year  for  the  Deicke 
Center  because  after  29  years, 
instructor  Dr.  Lynda  Slimmer  is 
retiring.  She  has  played  a  vital  role 
in  the  nursing  program  since  its 
beginning  by  her  dedication  to  the 
program.  Dr.  Slimmer  not  only 
was  a  great  role  model  for  students 
as  a  professor  of  mental  health  and 
public  health  but  she  also  worked 
for  the  college  in  the  Center  for 
Professional  Excellence  and  influ- 
enced life  at  Elmhurst  College  in 
that  way,  too.

The  Elmhurst  College  Urban 
Studies  department,  which  has  exist- 
ed since  1970,  has  sought  to  pre- 
pare students  for  a  variety  of  fields, 
including  law,  political  office  and 
city  administration.  The  departmen- 
tal head,  Dr.  Andrew  Prinz,  worked 
to  establish  the  urban  studies  pro- 
gram as  it  is  today,  an  interdiscipli- 
nary study  that  effectively  utilizes  its 
proximity  to  Chicago  to  aid  in 
preparing  students  for  their  desired 
occupation. 

The  Urban  Studies  depart- 
ment is  based  on  a  three  point  sys- 
tem. Once  a  student  has  taken  cer- 
tain core  courses  to  understand  the 
theories  involved  in  an  urban  studies 
specialization,  they  are  encouraged 
to  gain  field  experience  in  order  to 
see  how  theories  are  applied  in  the 
real  world.  Lastly,  students  are 


encouraged  to  compare  how  differ- 
ent urban  areas  operate  by  meeting 
with  different  officials. 

Dr.  Prinz  enjoys  his  work 
and  by  looking  around  his  office, 
which  teems  with  pictures,  books 
and  postcards,  that  enjoyment  is 
apparent.  Taking  students  on  trips 
both  in  the  spring  and  fall  to  visit 
urban  areas,  Dr.  Prinz  has  accumu- 
lated countless  anecdotes  of  meeting 
celebrities  and  officials  alike.

The  department  of  education  is 
dedicated  to  the  challenge  of 
preparing  teachers  who  are  well- 
versed  in  the  teaching-learning 
process.  During  their  four  years  of 
study,  students  will  be  shown  how 
to  plan  and  implement  effective 
instruction  in  the  classroom,  create 
developmentally  appropriate  materi- 
als, and  gain  an  appreciation  for  the 
theoretical  principles  upon  which 
education  is  based. 

The  department  provides  stu- 
dents with  many  diverse  learning 
opportunities.  Several  different 
fields  of  study  are  offered,  including 
elementary,  early  childhood,  sec- 
ondary, and  special  education. 
Students  are  required  to  observe 
and  participate  in  many  field  experi- 
ences, and  to  attend  workships  to 
further  their  professional  develop- 
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ment.  Special  programs,  such  as  a 
teaching  opportunity  in  London,  are 
also  available.

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It  was  another  amazing  season  for  the  women's  volleyball  team.  For  the  second  consec- 
utive year,  the  team  captured  the  CCIW  title  and  qualified  for  the  NCAA  Division  III  Midwest 
Regionals,  where  they  advanced  to  the  second  round  before  losing  to  the  University  of 
Wisconsin-Oshkosh  in  four  games. 

Early  in  the  season  the  Bluejays  beat  number  one  ranked  Central  College  in  Iowa,  prov- 
ing they  had  the  talent  to  get  the  job  done.  However,  they  faced  a  tough  loss  against 
Augustana,  their  first  conference  loss  since  1999,  which  made  it  necessary  to  win  every 
match  in  order  to  win  the  conference  title.  The  women's  volleyball  team  stood  up  to 
the  challenge  and  won  the  CCIW  title,  sweeping  conference  rival  Augustana  in  three 
games.

The  2002  Elmhurst  College  Men's  Golf  Team  attacked  the  green  with 
improvement  on  the  mind.  The  Bluejays  ended  the  season  with  eight  top  ten  fin- 
ishes and  many  players  setting  personal  bests. 

Despite  placing  seventh  out  of  eight  teams  in  the  CCIW  tournament,  Head 
Coach  David  Di  Tomasso  was  still  impressed,  "Our  performance  at  the  tournament 
was  a  not  a  direct  reflection  of  the  entire  season.  I  was  very  pleased  with  our 
results  this  season." 

The  highlight  of  the  season  for  the  team  came  at  Eureka.   In  exciting 
fashion,  the  Bluejays  rallied  on  day  two  for  a  second-place  finish  out  of 
ten  teams.    "We  came  back  from  ten  strokes  down  after  thefirst  day," 
Di  Tomasso  said.  "It  was  phenomenal." 

Leading  the  way  for  the  Bluejays  was  sophomore  Dan  Peluse,  who  had 
an  I8-hole  average  of  78.2  on  the  season  and  had  five  top  ten  individual 
performances.    "The  best  part  is  that  Dan  is  only  going  to  get  better," 
ensured  Coach  DiTomasso. 

The  men's  golf  team  looks  to  find  the  hole  next  season  with  three  of 
his  top  five  golfers  returning  for  an  intriguing  2003  season. 
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Heading  into  the  2002  season,  Elmhurst  College  Men's  Tennis  Coach  John  Baines 
was  expecting  vast  improvement  from  the  previous  season  (last  year's  team  struggled 
through  a  winless  spring).  He  hoped  to  finish  above  .500  and  wanted  to  be  in  the  top 
half  of  the  College  Conference  of  Illinois 


and  Wisconsin  (CCIW). 

Baines  and  his  team  accomplished 
the  first  half  of  the  goal  and 
came  very  close  to  the  second. 
They  finished  the  season  12-7 
overall  and  placed  fifth  (out  of 
eight)  in  the  CCIW. 

"I  knew  this  year's  team 
was  going  to  be  much  better 
that  last,"  Baines  said.  "I  didn't 
have  a  feeling,  however,  about 
how  great  the  turnaround  would 

be.  Although  we  fell  short  of  a  major  goal,  I  am  extremely 
happy  about  the  results  and  the  future  of  the  program." 
Throughout  the   2002  season,   the  team  was  led  by  freshman  Justin  Hegner 
(LaGrange-Lyons  Township),  who  finished  the  season  8-11  at  No.  1  singles  and  teamed 
with  sophomore  Duran  Dismore  (Algonquin-Jacobs)  at  No.  1  doubles  for  a  9-10  record. 
Hegner,  a  top  recruit,  was  the  team  MVP. 
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Jennifer  Frantz  earned  Elmhurst's  2001-2002  Female  Athlete  of  the  Year  honors  after 
a  stellar  career,  capped  by  a  senior  season  during  which  she  was  named  an  American 
Volleyball  Coaches  Association  (AVCA)  second-tam  Ail-American.  Frantz  lead  the  Bluejay  vol- 
leyball team  to  an  impressive  3  3-7  record  as  they  captured  their  second  consecutive  College 
Conference  of  Illinois  and  Wisconsin  (CCIW)  title  and  advanced  to  the  semifinals  of  the 
NCAA  Division  III  Midwest  Regionals 

Frantz  was  named  first-team  all-CCIW  and  was  the  MVP  of  the  CCIW  Tournament.  She 
was  also  named  to  the  all-tournament  teams  at  the  Wittenburg  University,  Colorado  College 
and  Elmhurst  College  invitationals.  The  CCIW  Player  of  the  Week  for  September  16-22,  she 
led  the  team  in  digs,  kills,  and  service 


aces.  In  conference  play,  she  led  the 
league  in  service  aces,  ranked  third  in 
digs  and  fourth  in  kills. 

During  Frantz's  four  years  at 
Elmhurst,  the  team  had  a  128-30 
record  (.810  winning  percentage), 
claimed  three  CCIW  titles  and  made 
three  trips  to  the  NCAA  regionals. 
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Eddy  Rosecrants  was  named  2001-2002  Male  Athlete  of  the  Year.  He  was  this  year's 
Most  Valuable  Wrestler,  and  led  the  team  to  a  third-place  finish  at  the  CCIW  tournament 
after  he  won  the  individual  conference  championship  at  165  pounds.  The  team  captain  fin- 
ished the  season  with  a  29-8  overall  record  and  a  10-3  dual  meet  record.  He  placed  among 
the  top  four  in  every  tournament  during  the  season  and  led  the  team  in  six  statistical  cate- 
gories, including  wins,  takedowns  and  near  falls. 

At  the  Great  Lakes  Regional  Tournament,  Rosecrants  lost  in  the  championship  match 
after  suffering  an  injury,  but  was  voted  by  the  coaches  to  serve  as  an  alternate  from  the 
region  at  the  NCAA  Division  III  National  Championships. 

Rosecrants'  name  is  scattered 
throughout  the  Elmhurst  record  books. 
He  ranks  second  in  career  takedowns 
(274),  fifth  in  career  wins  (91)  and  sev- 
enth in  career  pins  (26).  He  also  holds 
the  single-season  record  for  takedowns 
with  105  and  has  the  fifth  fastest  pin 
in  Bluejay  history  (20  seconds). 
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Marcia  Roggenkamp  was  honored  as  the  2001-2002  Female  Scholar  Athlete  of  the 
Year.  She  is  a  two-time  captain  in  both  cross  country  and  track  and  field  where  she  com- 
petes in  distance  events,  and  maintains  a  3.969  grade  point  average  as  a  Biology  and 
German  double  major.  She  is  Elmhurst's  spring  2002  female  representative  on  the  CCIW 
All-Academic  Team  and  is  a  four-time  winner  of  her  team's  Commitment  to  Excellence 
Award. 

Roggenkamp  serves  as  the  secretary  of  the  Student  Athletic  Advisory  Board,  is  the 
vice  president  of  Omicron  Delta  Kappa  leadership/scholarship  honor  society  and  is  a  mem- 
ber of  Phi  Kappa  Phi  scholastic  honor  society.  She  is  also  the  vice  president  of  the 
Dinkmeyer  Hall  Congress  and  secretary  of  the  Residence  Hall  Association. 

Roggenkamp  is  a  member  of  Environmentally  Green  Students  and  serves  as  an 
Elmhurst  College  Student  Ambassador. 
A  Senior  of  the  Year  finalist,  she  was 
the  recipient  of  a  2001  Outstanding 
Leadership  Award  and  the  2002  Gerda 
Luner  Memorial  Prize  for  Social  Justice 
and  Holocaust  Studies.  She  is  also  list- 
ed in  Who's  Who  Among  American 
Colleges  and  Universities.
